The distance 
from the mouth down to .the first 
vein, where 1 was working, was sixty- 
three feet. It was an eight-foot vein, 
and had ,heen well worked, so that 
many large chambers were made and 
plenty of space was had to move 
about in, A miner’s life is rather a 
wearisome and lonely, indeed. You 
have to labor all day long in dark- 
ness, with only a little wick lamp on 
your cap to break the intense dark- 
ness. The life is much too hard for 
the recompense. Then, one’s life is 
always in danger. Great rocks are 
liable and do freqnetly fall. Explo- 
sive gasses and fire-damp are generat* 
ed, and the first approach ot a light 
sets them off. The mine is then 
wrecked and the miners — well, I was 
one* caught in a mine wreck, and in 
that great vein at Paqua. 

“I was working very quietly, away 
back from the shaft of the mine, and 
all alone. My labors were interrupt- 
ed by a dull, smothered roar that 
was followed hy falling earth, and 
then I realized that I was penned in; 
that the mine was wrecked, and that 
my life was worth very little. The 
noise soon died away, and things were 
much as they were before. But a lit* 
tie distance from my position the 
earth had fallen and blocked ray path. 
I was, at first, overcome with fear. 
I imagined that I could hear my 
brains grinding in a tunnel. Then I 
lost all consciousness. When I awoke 
again I was somewhat more calm, and 
began to move about. I crawled 
along over great banks ot earth that 
had falleu for a distance of fully one 
hundred feet, then I heard gioaus, 
aud then I knew that 1 was uear some 
injured miner. But here my prog- 
ress stopped, aud 1 had to quit. A 
few houir later my light burned out, 
aud then my misery was complete. 

“For eight days I remained quite 
near that spot, hoping against hope 
for deliverance. It came eventually. 
I heard the sound of picks aud soon 
the glimmer of miners’ lamps shone 
through the various crevices. When 
au opening was made I crawlod out, 
and I assure you that I gave thanks. 
Yes, that’s why people say I look old 
now, when I am only thirty-five, and 
that is why my hair is gray. But I as- 
sure you that an aged expreision and 
gray hair are endurable, but to starve 
to death iu a mine is the awfulost ar.d 
deadliest way to heat out a man’s ex- 
istence iu this world that I can con- 
ceive of.”

A Movement in Mall DolUurt. 

[AT. F. flHhtak] 

A Washington dispatch to on* of 
onr contemporaries deacribc* a finan- 
cial transaction on the floor of th* 
House in which uone of the partici- 
panta caught or attempted to catch 
the Speaker’! eyes, and no report of 
which is found in the pages of "The 
Congressional Record.” 

It seems that the Hon. John R. 
Fellows, being seined with what the 
late John T. Raymond, after accu- 
mulating some other fellow’s stock of 
hali-dollar* at the game of chance 
known as "matching,'’ uaed to de- 
plore as "the mad passion of gamb- 
ing’’ — “strayed over” — it is a Domo 
. ratio newspaper that describee it as 
-trnying over— to ex Speaker Reed’s 
desk, and laying down a half-dollar 
on the latter’s desk remarked, jocu- 
larly: "I’ll match yon for the half.'’ 
Democrats in the interior, who have 
only heard of Mr. Reed at a "despot" 
of the first magnitude, will get new 
ideas of Col. Fellow's courage from 
ibis account; for the Colonel seems to 
have walked right up to the deapot’* 
desk and planted down his half-dol- 
lar without the least sign of timidy. 
Indeed, the despot himself seemed 
cowed by the Colonel’s erurageous 
bearing. "Well, I'm afraid,” said 
he— observe the confession of fear— 
"I’m afraid I'll have to go yon.” 
Another half-dollar went down on the 
dwk with a bang, and before the Col- 
onel could adjust his spctaelcs to ex- 
amine the enim the despot remarked, 
"You have Iota,’’ and gathered both 
ot them in. Inatinctiva T Colonel 
Fellows disputed the decision, and 
Mr Dolliver, of Iowa, waa railed in 
to settle the question. He did settle 
it with the judicial fairness recognis- 
#d by railroad stockholders as charac- 
teristic of the Iowa mind. In a firm 
voics he said, "I’ll match you for the 
dollar." The despot consented, and 
the result was that the entire dollar 
became taxable as personal eetate In 
1 >wa. Presently Mr Burrows, of 
Michigan, hearing of the transaction 
and having a Inudahle desire to 
strengthen the resources of the Penin- 
sular State, strolled over to Dolliver 
aud causally remarked, "I'll match 
you for the two dollars." Result: 
The specie reserve of Michigan was 
increased by the amount of two dol- 
lars, and the feeling of indignation 
among the agriculturists ot that State 
against the demonetisation of ailver 
was greatly intensified. 

Viewed purely as a financial upper* 
ation the result of this transaction, as 
any member of the Produce Exchange 
can see who will take the trouble to 
trace it through the various ramifi- 
cations and complications which at- 
tended it, was simply to transfer the 
original half-dollar — which, when ia 
the possession of Colonel Fellows, 
might properly l>e counted as a proper 
part of the circulating medium, the 
specie reserve, of this great metrop- 
olis and money center — to one of the 
wheat producing States to assist in 
moving the crops. Almost in the 
twinkling ot an eye, as one might say, 
it went hy wav of Portland, Me., to 
the great grain producing State of 
Iowa, whence after a pause of suffi- 
cient length to imparl confidence and 
strengthen the tone of the market, it 
slid over into Michigan, where it will 
undoubtedly render useful service in 
moving the crop* i will be noticed, 
too, that it accumulated strength at 
it proceeded, doubling up in geomet- 
rical progression at iacfi stage of ita 
progress. Had the movament contin- 
ued uati) the entire House, including 
vlr. Holman* of Indiana, had anjoyed 
what is called ic desultory conversa- 
tion, "a whack at it” a snffiicient 
sum might have been realised to com- 
plete the Nicaragua Canal after mov- 
ing the crops. It all the transaction! 
were in silver half-dollars it would al- 
so have the aflect of drawing down th* 
■lvsr surplus in the Treasury. To 
Colonel Fellows the original transac- 
tion donbtlcsa meant that he was a 
“half a dollar out,'’ but when he 
looks at the whole aeries and takes the 
broader view of a statesman and pol- 
itical economist, he will have much 
higher satisfaction in the thought that 
he has contributed so powerfully to 
the movement of the crops, than he 
could ever have felt had he given the 
half-dollar to John Chamberlain in 
exchange for applejack ot the viutuge 
171)8. 

There is but one drawback to the 
satisfaction which this series of trans- 
actions so beneficial in the results to 
the grain-growing States gives to the 
reflective mind. There seems to have 
been an element of chance entering 
into each successive step in the op- 
eration. We are not prepared to say 
that v o to * the lake ot moving the 
crops Colonel Fellows was quite jus- 
tified in the abrupt proposition to 
match the despot for a half. Nor do 
we commit ourselves at this moment 
to an unqualified approval of th* re- 
ply of the despot, "I'm afraid I'll 
have to go you.” He no doubt felt 
goaded. And there is good Demo- 
cratic authority for saying that he is 
very impulsive when goaded. It will 
perhaps he better to wait before de- 
ciding anything as to the point of 
morality until the Hcnate reaches 
some conclusion on a bill it ia discui- 
sing with much learning and at great 
length which prohibit* the sale of fu- 
tures, because there is an element ot 
chunoc in such sales that tends to 
foster "the mad passion for gambol- 
ing."
